Said 
Larry Kiernan, Superintendent of Carriers, 
this morning: This was the largest money- 
making valentine season the Post-office ever 
had. Usually the comic valentines come 
in unseaied envelopes like circulars, but this 
year they were at least three-fourths sealed. 
The highest rule we have is that first-class 
matter must have precedence over all other 
kinds, and when sealed and bearing 2 cents in 
stamps a valentine is as much first-class mat- 
ter as an important letter. We have 2,000 pounds 
of cards advertising a brand of tobacco that 
was received into the office on Saturday night, 
but owing to the peculiar size of the cards 
2 makes the work of distribution slow 
and the extraordinary run of valentines and 
other mail matter we have not been able to 
touch them until to-day. Our carriers have 
been going out with two pouches at atime, 
and since Saturday each watch in the offiee 
has worked from three to four hours over time 
distributing. Wewillkeep our men at work 
to-night until they clear all the circulars and 
other matter out of the office.’’ 

There was asmall blockade in the mailin 
division but the pressure has been relieve 
there by energetic work. 

There is a new feature in the valentine 
craz®,’’ suid Superintendent Hariow. ‘*Val- 
entines are sent in large numbers without suf- 
ficient stamps and the envelope is held here 
until the person addressed calls in response 
to a card we send him and pays the 
postage. Hefinds that instead of a letter he 
has recelved a valentine, and imagining it has 
come from one of his acquaintances, he 
places it in a new envelope and addresses it to 
that acquaintance without any stamps at all. 
A card then has to be sent the second person, 
because the envelope is sealed, and he finds 
out subsequently that some one is as humor- 
ous or as malicious as he. 


NEVER SAID A WORD. 


The Dog Who Objected to Mr. Krause Call- 
ing on the Ladies. 


Justice Sheehan to-day heard the case of 
Herman Krause against George Hoffmann in 
the matter ofaclaim for $250 to cover the ex- 
pense of a doctor bill, pairof trousers, a 
lacerated leg and a continued anxiety 
inflicted by a vicious dog ned main- 
tained and abetted by the defendant. The 


basis of the claim was laid on the afternoon of 
January 28, when Mr. Krause called at the 
Hoffmann premises, rear door, 1710 Madison 
street, to visit Mra, Wirkem, a cousin by mar- 
riage to plaintiff. Mrs. Wirkem lived up- 
stairs, and in descending from her place on 
the afternoon in question, Mr. Krause was 
met near the foot of the stairway 
by the dog, who disputed his right 
of egress. The breed of the dog 
Recording to the evidence submitted, is 
‘*brown and large.“ He barked ferociously 
at Mr. Krause and assumed threatening at- 
titudes and expressions. Mr. Krause farnished 
a few demonstrations himself, and in the 
melee the dog inflicted three bites on the 
gentleman’s shin, Dear the ankle, and twisted 
one leg of his trousers on the front elevation. 
The owner of the dog called to the bitee not 
to kick him. He then called the dog away and 
locked him in the stable. 

Some of the ladies who lived in the same 
house testified that the dog on other occasions 
hadjumped upon them and had torn their 
clothing. It also appeared that the dog had 
quarantined the back yard against the letter 
and newspaper carriers, having, perhaps, 
some inborn opposition to the dissemination 
of news. 

Frank Sampe, a little boy who lived next 
door, had known the dog from its puppyhood, 
and testified to its disposition. He had seen 
ve mentioned. Bot 


were ‘‘hollering 
according to Frank, never sald a word. 
The silence onthe dog’s part was considered 
decidediy suspicious by the attorneys. 

The plaintiff exhibited his wounds, three 
sores onhis leg which were still under the 
surgical attention of Dr. Vogt. 

After some other testimony bearing upon 
the dog’s character the Court took the ques- 
tion under advisement until to-morrow. 


THE BOWMAN DIVORCE SUIT. 


Decree of Divorce Granted by the St. Louis 
Court, June 24. ‘ 


In the telegraphic report of the proceedings 
before Judge Tuley in Chicago by Ida M. Bow- 
man against Frank J. Bowman, the attorney, 
for alimony pending divorce proccedings 
yesterday, affidavits were filed for plaintiff 
and deflendant which were contra- 
dictory as to the date of Bow- 
man’s divorce decreehere. Mrs. Ida M. Bow- 
man, in her affidavit, alleged that the 


decree of divorce was granted by the 8t. Louis 
Circuit Court on June 2 of last year and that 
they were married under the common law 
without ceremony on June 27. The affidavit 
for the defendant, Frank J. Bowman, alleged 
the decree of divorce was not granted 
here until June 28. This discrepancy is 
likely to figure as an important factor in the 
proceedings. A reference to the records of 
the Circuit Court here shows thatthe decree of 
divorce against Bowman was granted on June 
24, as stated by the plaintiff,and that the entry 
on June 28 was simply a modification as to 
alimony, which was fixed at the gross sum of 
$30,000. 


Made Other Arrarsgements. 


Justice J. J. Spaulding to-day rendered a 
verdict of $10 in favor of Mrs. O. M. J. Krauss, 
professional nurse who was suing for that 
amount due her from Mr. Lawrence 


Garvey, a commission merchant doing 
business at Main and Walnut streets. Mrs, 
Krauss alleged that on the lith of 
November she was engaged to procusmoually 
attend Mrs. Garvey, who did not then require 
her services, but demanded that plaintiff 
should wait subject to ber call. Piaintiff did 
wait ten days, refusing other employment in 
the meantime. On the 26th Mr. Garvey nott- 
fied her that she would not be needed, other 
arrangements having been made. She was 
paid $10, after rendering a bill for $20.

Unalterable Opposition of the Country Mem-

JEFFERSON Crrr, Mo., February 16.—As 
stated in yesterday’s Post-DISPpaTCH, the 
friends of the militia bill will make one more 
effort for their measure in the House,but even 
the most sanguine are not hopeful of any- 
thing better than aseeond defeat. Mr. Shaw 
of Ste. Genevieve, Chairman of the Committee 
on Militia, in a conversation this morning 
said: I have quietly polled the members and 
I think that a motion to reconsider the vote 
by which the bill was defeated yesterday will 
prevail. <At all events, the attenrpt will 
be made to-morrow. Should the House 
conclude to reconsider, a date will be 
set for a full discussion of the bill, and it will 
again come up for engrossment.’’ 

Do you expect that the House will reverse 
itself and finally order the bill to engross- 
ment?’’ ; 

Well, no. Idon’t hope for anything more 
than a reconsideration just at present; but 
there is no telling what the future may bring 
forth.’’ 

NO SHOW AT ALL. 

Mr. Moore of Laclede, a prominent Repub- 

lican member, said: ‘‘I don’t think the House 


will reconsider its vote of yester- 
day, and even should the measure 
be ordered to engrossment, it will 


never pass. The country members are 


unalterably opposed to the appropriation of 
money tor the support of an armed force 
from which St. Louis and Kansas City derive 
any benefit. Let St. Louis and Kansas City 
pay forthe militia, the country does not care 
acent whether or not we have a State guard. 
If the friends of the bill endeavor to force its 
engrossment and passage, yeu will witness 
the doggondest fight of e session. Oh, 
pshaw! its useless to talk about it. What can 
they do with eighty-four votes against them?“ 

Adjt.-Gen. Jamison is of the opinion thata 
number of members voted against the bill 
under a misapprehension as to its provision, 
and thinks that a full discussion of the meas- 
ure will gain votes for it.

Dr. Goodykoontz of Washington this morn- 
ing introduced a bill in the House which is 
designed to break the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company's monopoly of the use of tele- 
phone wires, by compelling all telephone com- 


panies to permit telegraph Com panne 
to use their wires without discrimina- 
tion. It is claimed that the Bell Company 


invariably gives the preference to the Western 
Union over the Postal, Baltimore & Ohio and 
other telegraph companies in the transmis- 
sion Of messages.

THE HOUSE. 

The House this morning consumed nearly 
three hours in consideration of a bill estab- 
lishing a soldiers and sailors’ home. The 
measure made no provision for ex-Confed- 
erates, and Mr. Babcock moved that it be re- 
ferred back to the committee to that end, that 
it might be amended so as to include all 
soldiers and sailors who participated on either 
side in the rebellion. 

Mr. Newman of Randolph got the floor and 
in a magnificent burst of eloquence, in which 
the fire-lit clouds of Mount okout and the 
lurid flames of Vicksburg, mingled with the 
horrors of Andersonville and the tattered 
uniforms of Lee’s legions, opposed in the 
name of the Confederate soldiers, the pro- 
posed amendment to the measure.

STRIKERS APPLYING FOR WORK AT THE 
DOCK PIERS IN NEW YORK. 


The Mallory Line Officials Refuse to Recog- 
nize Knights of Labor Delegates—Fif- 
teen Hundred District Messengers in New 


izing an Old Assembly—Labor News. 


New Tonk, February 16.—Master Workman 
Quinn of District Assembly No. 49, Knights of 
Labor, calied at the Mallory Line pier to-day 
and told Mr. Charles Mallory that he came to 
settle the labor trouble on that pier. Mr. 
Mallory sad: We have not got any trouble 
with our men and I know you never worked 
on this pler, and, therefore, Ihave no know!l- 
edge of you.’’

Hetestified that 
Dalton twice brought with him a lady, whom 
he introduced as Miss Julia Carrier, She 
seemed to be anxious to keep the door closed, 
but beyond this he noticed nothing peculiar in 
her or in his conduct, He thought, however, 
they acted as though fond of each other. 

Miss Tillie Monttverdi, a clerk at Menken’s 
store, testified that Mrs.P ik came there often 
and would use the telephone, after which 
Dalton would enter and the two would con- 
verse together in the ladies parior for an hour 
or more. 

Mrs. Henrietta Redford testified that on one 
occasion she saw Dalton go with Mrs. Polk in- 
to Mr. Whitelaw’s house, and on another saw 
them her house and Dalton was 

a banjo. 

The last point was made to show that Mrs. 
Folk and Miss Julia Carrier’’ were one and 
the same. The defense, however, proved that 
Mrs. Bedford could not have seen ton and 
Mrs. Polk go into Mr. Whitelaw’s house from 
the windows from which she declared she was 
observing. 

In fact, the evidence has been strong on the 
part of the prosecution and equally strong on 
the part of the defense, and Mrs. Polk’s name 
has been in the balance between guilt and in- 
nocence the entire time.

WAR TEETH OF GERMANY 


THE MILITARY RESOURCES OF THE EMPIRE 
- BEYOND THE RHINE. 


Analysis of the German Army—The Peace 
Footing 425,000 Men, the War Footing 
2,762,000 Men—Thorough Organization 
and Equipment—General Adoption of the 
German Magazine Gun. 


After an interval of sixteen years France and 
Germany are again facing each other and 
showing their teeth, and unless some good 
Providence intervenes, the grim spectre of 
war may ere long overcloud the European 
Continent. Even the most sanguine agree 
that the forthcoming struggle must surpass in 
intensity and inthe extent of carnage and de- 
vastation any foreign war of the present cen- 
tury. The opposing armies are both so great 
in numbers and so perfectly organized that 
nothing short of complete annihilation will 
cause the other to give way, and annihilation 
means the sacrifice ofa million human lives. 
Letus now throwacursory glance at these 
huge engines of war, beginning in the present 
paper with the German army, which will 
doubtless be the first to move after a formal 
declaration has been made. 


N 
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Crown Prince of Germany. 

The German army is recruited in accordance 
with the terms of the law of May 6, 1880, which 
provides that all German subjects shall be lia- 
ble to do military duty between the ages of 17 
and 42. Were this law carried out to the letter 
it would place nearly eight million men under 
arms and would bankrupt the National Treas- 
ury. So by aseries of military regulations 
the army on a peace-footing has been placed 
at a little over 425,000 men, while in time of war 
2,762,000trained soldiers can be sent into the 
field. This, of course, includes every branch 
of the service, the reserve, the Landwehr, the 
Landsturm, etc. 

The entire force in war time is under the di- 
rect command of the Emperor of Germany. 
Still the different minor States preserve a 
certain amount of individuality which is vis- 
bie in more ways than one, especially in 
times of peace. Thus the King of Bavaria 
stands practically atthe head of his own 
forces; Bavaria has her own Minister of War 
and can dispose of the military funds appro- 
priated to her by the Reichstag independent- 
ty of the empire. Moreover, the Bavarian 
army bas stuck to the ante-belium 
national uniform—light blue cloth with 
green trimmings. Saxony and Wurtem- 
berg and the Duchy of Brunswick enjoy 
similar privileges to Bavaria with the excep- 
tion that their military budgetis reguiated in 
detail by the Reichstag. 

Marshal Pelissier once said thatthe French 
soldier carried the baton of Marshal of France 


in his haversack. It 
wouid be difficult to 
apply the same state- 
ment to the German. 
Promotion in Emperor 
William’s army isa 
long and tedious mat- 
ter, and no private can 
even aspire to the rank

The first the public 
knew of this change was not earlier than Au- 
gust of last year, when five German army 
corps stationed on the western frontier were 
suddenly armed with the improved weapon, 
and it was learned for the first time that the 
Government had been working on the project 
for nearly two years. Since then the whole 
German army has been supplied with maga. 
zine guns, and is at preseut proficient in their 
use. 

In appearance tne German magazine gun 
greatly resembies the Winchester, and indeed 
it is worked on the same 
principle although it will 
take but ten cartridges 
in @ time instead of six- 
teen. The magazine con- 
sists of along barrel run- 
ning parallel with the 
barrel of the gun. A 
spiral spring forces the 
cartridges forward, and 
another spring called a 
feeder or spoon forces 
them one after the other 
into the firing chamber 
and from there tothe 
bore. The magazine 
holds eight cartridges, 
the chamber one and 
the bore another. The 
empty cartridge is eject- 
ed by another spring 
immediately after fir- 
ing. The manipulation 
of the new gun is

to the old pattern learned to handle it easily 
after a few hours’ practice, and as reloading 
can be easily gotten through with within 
twenty seconds the terrible ravages this arm 
is destined to commit must be patent to every 
one.

The reigning Princes of the minor 
states, beginning with the King of Sax- 
ony and ending with the Grand Duke of 
Baden have all hela important commands in 
previous wars and to them may be added the 
veteran but active Werder, the success{ul be- 
siever of Strassburg and conqguerer of 
Bourbaki; the cautious but determined Blu- 
menthal, Chiet of the Fourth Army Corps; Von 
Kummer, Von Beyer, Von Raven, Von Bose, 
Von Kirchbach, Von Mutius and a host of 
others. With the consciousness that such

This shows how such 
legislation leads us away from the simple 
forms of popular self-government, and in 
the direction of such government as has 
so long cursed Ireland.

THE MILITIA BILL. 

The New York Times is off“ in its in- 
ference that the militia bill was defeated 
in the Missouri Legislature by the influ- 
ence of ‘‘the labor vote.’’ It was the 
country vote that did it. There are no 
labor troubles in the rural districts of Mis- 
souri. They are so free from disturbance 
of any kind, and the inhabitants thereof 
find in the power of the Sheriff 
so satisfactory a protection, and are 
so jealous of any kind of military 
interference in civil affairs, that instead 
of appreciating the utility of a well regu- 
lated militia, they look upon every regi- 
ment as a source of danger and a de- 
moralizing departure from the simplicity 
of democratic government. They have 
an idea that cities want militia mainly for 
purposes of parade, and that, even if the 
peculiar dangers from riots in cities do 
justify the maintenance of a volunteer 
militia, it is for city benefit only and 
should therefore be paid for by the cities 
only. 

The experience of this State in the 
strikes of 1885 and 1886 tended to confirm 
thiserroneous view. The calling out of 
the militia in 188 was so premature that 
the men did not reach the scene of the 
alleged disturbance at Sedalia, and peace 
was maintained without their interven- 
tion. In 1886 the strike troubles were set- 
tled much more smoothly and promptly 
without the aid of militia in Missouri than 
with the aid of militia in any other State. 

Nevertheless the defeat of the militia 
bill and the failure of the Legislature to 
pay the men who were called out by the 
Governor in 1885 are to be regretted, and 
show that publie sentiment in this State 
requires education on this subject. But 
not more so than the sentiment of the 
Union at large. If Congress were 
thoroughly imbued with the doctrines 
of THOMAS JEFFERSON, and had the 
appreciation which he and the fram- 
ers of our Federal Constitution had 
of well-regulated militia as the security 
of a free State,” the national appropria- 
tion for militia purposes would now be in 
proportion to the appropriation of JEr- 
FERSON’S time. If that appropriation were 
increased in proportion to the increase of 
our wealth and population, it would now 
be $2,500,000 a year instead of $400,000,

TERMINAL FACILITIES. 

A resolution in the Municipal Assembly 
last night calls attention to the prevalent 
ignorance of the extent of the terminal 
facilities at present possessed by St. Louis. 
It istrue that St. Louis has fairly good 
terminal facilities, but it is also true that 
there is vast room for improvement. 

The present bridge management has 
made East St. Louis the terminus for 
Eastern freight. Its charges for transfer 
are high. Delays in transferring are fre- 
quent. Goods which are switched out to 
Twentieth street are nearly as far from 
their destination as when they were in 
Hast St. Louis, and the yard room is ab- 
surdly insufficient. 

The Union Depot grounds are contracted 
und crowded; the Poplar street track as a 
railroad connection is a survival of bar- 
barism, and a direct connection between 
the Iron Mountain system and the Mill 
Creek valley is badly needed. 

When the money is raised for the Mer-

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WINTER S WOES. 


PEARFUI- SUFFERING FROM SEVERE COLD 
AND SNOW IN MONTANA. 


‘The Distress Among the Inhabitants—Set- 
tlers and Indians Starving and Freezing— 
Heavy Falls of Snow—Cattle Frozen and 
Lost Under the Earth’s White Mantle— 
Bearcity of Fuel—Furniture, Outhouses 
and Fences for Warmth. 


fort Kroou, Mont., February 13.—The win- 
ter of 1886-87 will long be remembered through- 
out the Northwest for the extreme severity of 
the temperature and the unusual depth of 
snow. Old-timers always referred to former 
years as ‘‘high-water marks, but this year 
eclipses all previous records. The severe 
weather started in soon after the holidays. 
From January 6to ll the degree of cold was 
something frightful. Mercury thermome- 
ters were often congealed and spirit ther- 
mometers were kept busy jumping from 
40 to 60 below zero. Half a dozen times 
has the 60 notch been touched, and 
once this season 62% below zero has been 
scored on the Saskatchewan plains. But the 
authorities in weather in this country are the 
Indians. The oldest members of the Crow 
tribe say there have been few such winters as 
the present since they settled in the Yellow- 
stone Valley. Once, about thirty years ago, 
there was a terribie winter. The snow lay 
six feet deep in the Yellowstone Valley, 
and the Indians congregated about the old 
trading-post snow-bound fortwo moons. The 
Crows were then wealtby and owned countless 
ponies, of which thousands were smothered 
in the drifts. This year the snowfall is un- 
precedented. In some localities it is anywhere 
from ten to fifty feet deep. On the level, 
throughout the National Park and elsewhere, 
it is from eight to twelve feet deep, and on the 
dead-level prairie from eighteen to forty 
inches. Of course, such a heavy fail must 
bring more or less suffering and death. 

EXTRAORDINARY SNOWFLAKES. 

Curious phenomena sometimes attend a 
snowfall. Near Matt Coleman’s ranch, Janu- 
ary 28, the ffkkes were tremendous in size. 
Some were larger than milk pans. Some 
flakes measured fifteen inches square and 
eight inches thick. For miles the ground was 
covered with such bunches and they made a 
remarkable spectacie while falling. A mall 
carrier was caught in the same storm 
and verifies it. The Northern Pacific 
double-header snow-ploughs are Still 
bucking drifts east of here all the way from 
six to forty feet deep. So far the casualties 
to human life in Montana have been slight, 
but among the stock, particularly cattle and 


sheep, it is feared the mortality has been 
heavy. The broken country is better than the 
open prairie in case of cold and snow, hence 
the casualties to human beings and animais 
cannot be so heavy hereabouts as on the 
plains of Dakota 

Already this winter a number of deaths from 
cold have occurred in Dakota. Not long since 
Charies Schroeder, living near Valley City, 
started from his house for one 600 feet distant. 
A blizzard was blowing and the thermometer 
registered 35 below. Not reaching home, his 
family and neighbors turned out with lanterns, 
followed his tracks in thesnow allnight and 
found where he had lain down in astraw-stack 
and then gone on. The next day the body was 
found tweive miles away on the prairie, lying 
on its face, where he had fallen trom exhaus- 
tion. The body was trozen intoachunk of 
ice. A few days ago Miss Maggie Bunn, a 
school-teacher at Highmore, while going from 
the school to her house, was frozen to death. 
The bodies of three Indians who belonged to 
Berthold Agency, were found frozen near 
Ashland. Several more have been missing 
since Christmas, and they must have been 
caught out. Their bodies will probably be 
found when the snow melts in the 
spring. In Montana a number of casual- 
ties Dave already occurred. An Englishman 
named Elliott left Fort Assiniboine twen- 
8 days ago for Maple Creek, in Canada.

STEPPED ASIDE THREE FEET AND WAS LOST. 

Dan Lovey was lost in the Musselshell range 
and wandered for six days with nothing to eat 
in the worst blizzard ever seen. He stepped 
three feet to blanket a horse, got lost and was 

icked up by some cowboys a week later near- 

y dead. Warren Taylor, an old soldier, was 
— lately in a blizzard in the Mussel- 
shell and frightfully frozen in the hand and 
feet. He died from blood poisoning two 
days later. Tony Wise and a Swede named 
Martin were at work on mining property on 
the side of Sheep Mountain early in January. 
A huge avalanche swept dovn the mountain 
side and hurled the men into eternity without 
a moment's warning, burying them thousands 
of feet below. 

In the mining regions west of here, terrible 
freezings have occurred, but fortunately with 
little loss of life. At Billings, January Il, three 
men, Cruthers, Porterand Thurston, started 
to walk from awood camp into town. The 
drifts were so deep that the men had to lie 
down and roll over. Cruthers reached 
Billings with the muscles of his 
neck so paralyzed that he could not speak. 
Porter’s body was found frozen solid undera 
pile of snow, and Thurston has never been 
seen or heard of since. Stage-drivers are 
having the roughest experiences of their 
lives. They are the heroes of Montana. The 
frightful experience of Fox and Montgomery | 
on the Benton stage, bound for elena, 
twenty days ago, will go down in histo as 
the worst of the kind. They were without 
food and drink for forty hours. A stace- 
driver started February 4 from Fort Buford 
for Glendive. When seventeen miles out 
the stage was caught in a oObilizzard 
and one of the horses frozen to death. 
The driver eon 4 escaped with his 
life. A Manitoba engineers’ party of five left 
Buford last week for the end of the track grad- 
ing. When they came to the crest of a hill the 
worst blizzard of the season sprang up, and 
they were compelled to go into camp on the 
spot. It was simply impossible to travel in 
any direction in such astorm. On that ex- 
posed knoll they passed from Friday 
to Monday without wood or food, and- 
finally escaped more dead than 
alive. Tom Williams, a sheep-herder near 
Mossgale Springs, about 60 years old, was 
discovered lying face downward in the snow. 
He was dead, but the sheep were wandert 
aimlessly about. Many had been stampede 
by packs of wolves. 

INDIANS AMONG THB WORST SUFFERERS. 

The Indians seem to have caucht it harder 
than any other human creatures in the coun- 
try. A band of British Cree Indians came 
across the line last fall and while the weather 
was une campedinthe mountains between 
the forks of Sun River. An unusual snow 
followed and the wretched creatures became 
penned in by anicy wall. From seventy the 
number was reduced to fifty-one by starva- 
tion, when white men hunted them up and 
brought relief. A band of half-breeds is 
reported coyered up on Lonesome Prairie 
and a number of Nez Perce Indians, a rem- 
nant of Chief Joseph's famous band, who 
fought Gens. Miles and Howard s0 stubbornly, 
have been snowed in on Colville Reservation. 
Four feet of beautiful snow“ prevented 
hunting game, and many died from cold and 
hunger. 1 the 1 part of January 
fifty lodges of Orow Indians camped on 
Clark's Fork came near dying. Many did per- 
ish, but the majority managed to sustain lite 
By cating the cattle that had died in the snow- 
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frozen stiff. Another cowboy saw forty-five 
dead 6 in one couleé. 

In the Upper Missouri country hay is worth 
nearly No a ton, more than the face value of 
steers, and it does not pay to feed. Near Ben 
ton some cattle were seen to stand in the snow 
with freezing legs. Others were literally 
frozen in their tracks. Around Miles City the 
outlook is the best of al). Stockmen are more 
hopeful there than elsewhere. A fuel famine 
has been prevailing along the Upper Missouri. 
At Fort Benton willow les are $7 to $12 a 
load; inferior water-logg cotton wood 
cord. One poor woman burned her furniture 
to keep from freezin. gFences, barns and out- 
buildings have been consumed.

STARTED IN HIS SLEEP. 


The Thrilling and Remarkable Experience 
of a Locomotive Engineer. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 
SORANTON, Pa., February 16.—Late Saturd 
night Denais Mack, engineer on a switch en- 
gine in the yards of the Lackawanna Iron and 
Coal Company in this city, ran his engine into 
the engine-house. As he was to go on duty 
again at 1 o’clock Sunday morning he lay 
down in the cab of his engine to sleep until 
thattime. Just before 1 o’clock the workmen 


and Mack’s engine 
the breach. The engine ran 
distance over the ground and then toppled 
over down an embankment twenty-five feet 
high. It rolled over and over in the descent 
and was badly wrecked. The workmen knew 
that Mack was on the engine and expected to 
find himcrushed. They found bim fast in the 
wreck, and although was held so that it 
took some time to extricate him. he was found 
to have received but a few slight injuries. He 
could not explain what caused the engine to 
start, but it is a posed that he started up in 
his sleep and pulled the throttle open. 
This singular occurrence recalls the fact that 
one of the most terrible railroad accidents 
that ever occurred in this country was cansed 
by an engineer startin his engine while 
asleep. It was in July, 1868, on the Erie Rail- 
road, at Masthope Station. The track was 
then a single one on that part of the road. 
Conductor Brown had orders to lie on the 
switch at Masthope until fast express train 
No. 3, west-bound, passed. James Griffin was 
engineer of the f/reighttrain. As the express 
train approached the station at midnight, 
running thirty-five miles an hour, Conductor 
Brown was horrified to see his train pullin 
out on the main track directly in front o 
the express, and a terrific collision was the 
result. The cars of the express train were 
iled on top of one another and caught fire. 
— passengers were killed outright, anda 
dozen others were held in the wreck and 
burned alive. The depot caught fire and 
was destroyed. Griffin discovered the situa- 
tion and jumped. He fled, but afterward sur- 
rendered himself. He was tried for man- 
slaughter in September, 1869. He was defended 
by the late Chief Justice G. W. Woodward. It 
was proved on the trial that he had been 
on duty ages ge hours, without 
sleep, and the point made by the defense 
was that while waiting on the switch he was 
overcome by sleep. He was partially 
awakened by the approaching train and 
ulled open the throttie of his engine, before 
2 knew what he was doing. A sympathetic 


jury acquitted him, and they were publicly 


censured by the Court who had charged them 
to convict. The disaster made the name of 
Masthope so notorious all over the country 
that the railroad company changed the name 
of the station to Pine Grove, which it retained 
until a few weeks o when it was changed 
back to Masthope. he remains of several of 
the victims were never identified. The dis- 
aster cost the company $100, 000. 


A CIVIL SERVICE BILL, 


The Local Reform Association Proposes 


Some Legislation for Missouri. 


There was a meeting of the Executive com- 
mittee of the Civil Service Reform Associa- 
tion last nightin the Washington University 
Law School, Fourteenth and Lucas place. 
Charles Claflin Allen reported as chairman of 
the Committee on Legislation a form of Dill 
for State and municipal reform. The 
bill provides for the appointment of 


a civil service commission to consist of three 
members who are to serve each for six 
years, one term expiring every two years 
who are to prepare rules for the regulation o 
the civil service of the State and cities of over 
$0,000 inhabitants. The rules are to be in gen- 
eral effect like those of the National Civil 
Service Commission, and those of the State 
commissions of New York and Massachusetts, 
The bili provides for competitive ex- 
whenever practicable, of ap- 
plicants for appointive positions 
the State or city service. Examining 
boards are to be appointed in each city under 
the jurisdiction of the commission tu be of 
posers in or out of the public service. 
here are several sections which prohibit the 
levying or collecting of political assessments 
from employes of the State or city govern- 
ments. A provision of the bill is taken from 
the Massachusetts law, under which all ap- 
plicants for work as laborers are registered on 
making application, and when laborers are 
needed they are to be taken in from this reg- 
ister in the order of their names upon the 
book. No examination is required for such 
positions, the applicant being only required 
to be of good moral character. 
The bill was approved by the Executive 
Committee, and the Committee on Legislation 
was instructed to secure its introduction into 
the General Assembly. A special committee 
was appointed, consisting of F. N. Judson, 
Chairman of the Executive Committee; Charles 
Claflin Allen, Edward Cunningham, Jr., and 
John W. Dryden to further the passage of the 
bill, with power to add.to their numbers. A 
copy of the bill isto be sent toeach member 
of the association, with the request that he 
use his personal influence to further the Dill’s 
passage.

RAILROAD TAXES. 


AN IMPORTANT CHANGE PROPOSED IN THE 
PRESENT SYSTEM OF TAXATION, 


Representative Whitelaw’s Plan te Tax the 
Gross Earnings of a Road—The Bill In- 
troduced To-Day — The Submissionists’ 
Hollow Victory—Contested Election Cases 

| —The Militia Bill—Capital Gossip. 


Special Correspondence of the Posr-Disraren 
JEFFERSON CiTy, February 15.—Mr. Robt. 
Whitelaw will introduce in the House to- 
morrow a bill relating to the taxation of ralil- 
road companies, which, should it become a 
law, will add materially to the State revenue 
derived from that source and at the same time 
afford relief to railroad companies whose 
small business would make a reduction in 
their tax particularly acceptable. Mr. White- 
law’s intention is to tax a road upon 
ite actual value to its owners, 
instead of upon an assessment of 
ite valuation as is done under the 
present law. In order to do that his bill pro- 
vides for the laying of taxes only upon the 
gross earnings of a road, the tax to be 
paid monthly directtothe State Treasurer, 
who shall in turn distribute the money so re- 
ceived pro rata among the different counties 
on amileage basis. The rate fixed by Mr. 
Whitelaw is3 percent, which is sufficiently 
large, according to last year’s gross 
earnings of the roads im the State, 
to return a revenue several thousands 
of dollars in excess of the receipts from the 
same source last year. Through freight pass- 
ing over the State is to be taxed on the total 
receipts of the haul in proportion to the 
number of miles traveig¢ in Missouri. 
The bill also provides for the appointment 
by the Governor of a State traveling audi- 
tor, who shall have power to inspect books 


and papers of railroad companies and of an 
additional clerk in the 8 Treasurer's of- 
fice. Should the bill pass it will relieve the State 
Board of Equalization of the necessity of as- 
sessing ralſroads on the valuation of their 
property, and itis claimed by Mr. Whitelaw 
will greatly simplify the system of railroad 
taxation. The bill is founded on the Lllinois 
law and meets with considerable favor among 
members who have read It.

St. Louis is just now the center of interest 
for the leading «ities of the United States in- 
asmuch as itis the turning point in the history 
of the National League of Base Ball Clubs.

Lewis Newburger, went to Chicago to look 
after Indianapolis’ base ball interests: 

CuIcaGo, February 14.—The base-ball sit- 
mation is somewhat confused andthe pros- 
pect of Indianapolis going into the League ts 
not certain, The committees from St. Louis 
and Kansas City were here Saturday, stating 
that they had agreed upona transfer of tho 
Maroon franchise to the latter city, and asking 
the consent of the Arbitration Committee. 
This consent has not been given, and will not 
de until the application of Indianapolis has 
been acted upon by the full committee, which 
will meet next week, probably at Pittsburg. 
In view of the geographical position of In- 
dianapolis, favorabie action is anticipated, 

rovided the financial backing of the club is 

eemed sufficient. 

The Chicago Tribune of yesterday, referring 
to the chances of Indianapolis and Kansas 
City, says: 

Indianapolis bobbed up again yesterday with 
an urgent application for a place in the 
National Base Ball League. Last December, 
when it was given out that the St. Louis 
Maroons were financially embarrassed and 
were unwilling to undergo a further strain on 
their purses, Indianapolis began 

FIGURING FOR THEIR ANCHISE. 

So did Kansas City. It was nip and tuck be- 
tween the two cities as to which should capture 
the prize, but as Indianapolis had a geographi- 
cal advantage it was thought her 
claims would enable her to win 
the fight. Kansas City, however, went 
into the fight with a determination to capture 
not only the franchise but ali of the crack 
players under contractto St. Louis, and has 
taken such vigorous steps to insure success 
that many have already conceded that Kansas 
City was pretty sure of ‘‘getting there.“ But 
indianapolis has also been alive to 
the situation. Several weeks ago George W. 
Burnham, awell-known League umpire, vis- 
ited that city and organized a stock company 
forthe purpose of maintaining a ball team. 
The business men entered iatothe project with 
awill, and $15,000 was speedily subscribed. 
Application was then made tothe National 
League for membership, conditional on the 
withdrawal of St. Louis. 

Last Saturday word reached Indianapolis 
that both Kansas City and st. Louis had sent 
delegates to Chicago for the purpose of trying 
to induce the Apportionment Committee, 
through A. G. Spalding, its chairman, to 
transfer all rights and privileges from St. 
Louis to Kansas City. Fearing that In- 
dianapolis might be handicapped by outside 
influences, the directors of the company 
organized there at once commissioned Mr. 
Burnham and Louis N. Neuberger, an 
attorney, to proceed to Chicago and 
claims for the post- 
tion before Mr. Spalding. They arrived 
yesterday morning, and argued the case all in

Word comes from 
Kansas City that the ‘‘Cowboys’’ have bought 
the property, while another telegram an- 
nounces that the League has purchased the 
franchise and will turn it over to Indianapolis. 
This city has almost positive assurance of ad- 
mission to the League and by semi-official in- 
struction will send a committee to the New York 
meeting with ample funds and authority to 
act. Tne sum of $6,000 was raised in two days, 
and as business men and capitalists are iden- 
tified with the enterprise, contributions to the 
amountof $15.000 or $20,000 can be secured 
without difficulty. So strong is the belief that 
Indianapolis will be admitted that three or 
four players have been signed. It is the de- 
termination to have a good club or none. 
There is no doubt that the game would be pat- 
ronized better here than in former years, as 
the town is having a decided boom. and there 
would beanabsence of the prejudice which 
existed against the old management on ac- 
count of sunday sport.

Wm. K. Vanderbilt aud His Beautiful New 
Yacht,

New York, February 16.—Wiilliam K. Van- 
derbilt’s new steam yacht Alva, the largest 
and most beautiful craft afloat, with her 
owner, Mrs. Vanderbilt, the three little Van- 
derbilts, their nurses and maids, Mr. J. F. 
Tams, Mr. Hoyt, Mr. G. Redmond, Mr. Geo. 
Vanderbilt and Dr. E. L. Keyes, on board, 
slipped gently from her berth at the 
foot of Sixty-fifth street yesterday afternoon 
at 2:30 o’clock and started on ber 
first cruise. Congregated on the end of 


the pier were Mr. and Mrs. Cornelius Vander- 
bilt and their three children, Mr. Chauncey M. 
Depew and other friends of the family, bid- 
ding ‘‘bon voyage’’ to Mrs. Vanderbilt, who 
stood leaning over the rail. Thetug Ivanhoe 
got a line from the Alva and towed her from 
beneath the dark gloomy shadow of the im- 
mense grain elevator inthe pier. As the Alva 
cleared the end of the wharf the sun broke 
through the clouds and shone down on the 
beautiful vessel, bringing into view the ex- 
quisite. lines of the yacht.

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 16.—There 
is pending in the Senate a bill to compel the 
Northern Pacific Railroad to pay certain taxes, 
which they have dodged, thereby placing 
greater burdens on the people of Washington 
Territory. This pill authorizes a special 
meeting of the new territorial Legislature for 
the purpose of repealing the exemption law 


and to force the Northern Pacific to pay its 
share of the taxes. The amount evaded Is 
very large. There is no question about the 
propriety of the bill, yet a majority of 
the Committee on Territories report against it. 

The minority report, however, is very 
aggressive. The brief history this report 
gives shows up another story of railroad 
grabbing and legislative corruption. The 
two Oregon Senators have fought the pending 
bill. The report says that on November 28, 
1883, the Legislature of Wasbington Territory, 
wholly dominated and controlled by the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company, passed a 
law exempting from taxation all the lands 
within the Territory of any railroad company, 
irom whatever source the title may 
have been derived. The Legislative As- 
sembly of the next two years, elected 
in 1884, was elected upon the 
particular issue that this tax law should be 
repealed. Both party platforms indorsed this 
issue. The Northern Pacitic Railroad capt- 
ured that Legislature. Tne people of the 
Territory were so outraged by this that they 
defeated the principal men who voted for this 
measure and have electeda much stronger 
Legisiature whose sole business isto repeal 
this exemption law. The only tax imposed on 
the Northern Pacific Railroad in this territory 
is on 2 per cent of its gross earnings, and the 
officials of the company are themseives to de- 
termine what the gross earnings are. 

The reason why the people have come to 
Congress for relief is because there isto be a 
new tax levy this year, and it is important to 
have the law repealed before the new assess- 
mentis made. The Legislature is not to meet 
until next winter. A table is submitted in 
connection with the minority report, which 
shows that the Northern Pacific Company, if 
they can be assessed this year, will be re- 
quired to pa into the treasury of the Territory 
$337 , 500. his amount represents the annual 
loss to the people of the Territory and the profit 
to the Northern Pacific Company. There is no 
other territory where any railroad company 
has been able to secure such advantages.

A DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 


Gen. Weaver Exaggerates the President's 
Note to Secretary Manning. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 16.—An al- 
leged difference of opinion between the Pres- 
ident and Secretary Manning, concerning an 
alleged violation of the law in cancelling one 
and two-dollar greenback notes, instead of is- 
suing them, has caused considerable talk. 
Gen. Weaver of Iowa is responsible for the 
story that the President rebuked Mr. 
Manning, andthat he issued an er to the 
Treasury authorities directing — hence- 


forth obey the law. “he etory has 
been exaggerated and made the subject of 
much misrepresentation. The rue story is 
very simple. Gen. Weaver thought he had 
discovered that the Treasury Department had 
been violating the law, and called the atten- 
tion of Speaker Carlisle to his charge. It ap- 
peared to the Speaker at the time that there 
might have been a violation of the law. He 
called the President’s attention to it, and the 
President said he would mention it to Mr. 
Manning, and it it was found that the law was 
being violated, the practice should stop. The 
subject was mentioned to Mr. Manning by the 
President in a casual way, and then, to make 
sure that Mr. Manning would remember it, 
the President said he would write a note to 
him on the subject. This was repeated to Gen. 
Weaver, who regarded it asa triumph, and 
translated the casual note into a formal one. 
But the President found, when he conferred 
with the Treasury authorities, that there was 
as much to be saidon one side of the case as 
on the other, and that it was very doubtful 
whether the law had been violated. The 
President left the matter entirely to the Treas- 
ury people, but yesterday he listened to fur- 
ther argument on the subject from Conzress- 
man Weaver. There was no friction between 
the President and Mr. Manning on the subject, 
and Mr. Manning’s retirement was rot the 
outgrowth of any ill-feeling between himself 
and the President. It is expected that Mr. 
Manning will remain in Washington until 
Aprill, although he may go away for good 
earlier. Every one believes Mr. Fairchild will 
be his successor. 


TREATED WITH CONTEMPT. 


Congressman Glover’s Card Regarding a 
Challenge to Fight a Duel.

My DEAR Sir—I observe that a correspond-
